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THE BREAK WITH GERMANY 


PRESIDENT WILSON'S ANSWER 


TO BROKEN PROMISES. 


Ambatsador Gerard Recalled—Bern- 


storff Di«mi«ed—No Overt Act 


of War Yet. 


On last Friday, February 2, Presi- 


dent Wilson addressed Congress as 
follows: 
Gentlemen of the Congress: 


The Imperial German Government 


on the thirty-first day of January 
announced to this Government and 
to the Governments of the other neu- 
tral nations that on and after the 
first day of February, the present 
month, it would adopt a policy with 
regard to the use of submarines 
against all shipping seeking to pass 
through certain designated _areas of 
the high seas, to which it is clearly 
my duty to call your attention. 


Let me remind the Congress that 


on the eighth of April last, in view 
of the sinking on the twenty-fourth 
of March of the cross-Channel pas- 
senger steamer Sussex by a German 
submarine 
without 
summons 
or 


warning, and the consequent loss of 
the lives of several citizens of the 
United States who were passengers 
aboard her, this Government ad- 
dressed a note to the Imperial Ger- 
man Government in which it made 
the following declaration: 


If it is still the purpose of the Im- 


perial German Government to prose- 
cute relentless and indiscriminate 
warfare against vessels of commerce 
by the use of submarines, without 
regard to what the Government of 
the United States must consider the 
sacred and indisputable rules of in- 
ternational law and the universally 
recognized dictates of humanity, the 
Government of the United States is 
at last forced to the conclusion that 
there isJmt one course it can pur- 
sue. "Unless the Imperial Govern- 
ment should now immediately de- 
clare and effect an abandonment^ of 
its present method? of submarine 
warfare 
against 
passenger 
and 


freight-carrying vessels the Govern- 
ment of the United States can have 
no choice but to sever diplomatic re- 
lations with the German Empire al- 
together. 
Germany's Rejected Pledge* Quoted. 


In reply to this declaration the Im- 


perial German Government gave this 
Government 
the 
following assur- 


ance: 


The German Government is pre- 


pared to do its utmost to confine the 
operations of war for the rest of its 
duration to the fighting forces of the 
belligerents,, thereby also insuring 
the freedom of ..the seas, a., principle 
upon which the German Government 
believes now, as before, to be in 
agreement with the Government of 
the United States. 


The German Government, guided 


by this idea, notifies the Govern- 
ment of the United States that the 
German naval forces have received 
the following orders: In accordance 
with the general" principles 'of visit 
and search and destruction of mer- 
chant vessels recognized by interna- 
tional law. such .vessels, both within 
and without the area declared a na- 
vel war rone, shall not be sunk with- 
out warning and without saving hu- 
man lives, unless these ships attempt 
to escape or offer resistance. 


But-(it added) neutrals cannot ex- 


pect "that Germany, forced to fight 
for her existence, shall for the sake 
of neutral interest restrict the use 
of an effective weapon if her enemy- 
is permitted to continue to apply at 
will methods of warfare violating 
the rules of international law. Such 
a demand would be incompatible 
with the character of neutrality, and 
the German Government is convinc- 
ed that the Government of 
the 


United States does not think of mak- 
ing such a demand, knowing that the 
Government of the United States has 
repeatedly declared that it is deter- 
mined to restore the principle of the 
freedom of the seas, from whatever 
qssarlcr it has been violated. 
Warning of "Absolute Responsibil- 


ity." 


_To this the Government of the 
Unite*! States replied on the eighth 
of Mr>y. accepting, of course, tlu- as- 
surance* cJvcn. but adding: 


"The 
Government of

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Imperial Grr-rian Government -docs 
no! intern! l-o 5rTr>1y 1'ir.l the rmirne- 
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the Imperial German Government 
made no reply. 
Germany's Latest Notice of Ruth- 


lessness. 


On the thirty-first of January, the 


Wednesday of the last week, the 
German Ambassador handed to the 
Secretary of State, along with a for- 
mal note, a memorandum which con- 
tained the following statement: 


The Imperial Government, there- 


fore, does not doubt that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States will 
understand the situation thus forced 
upon Germany by the Entente Allies' 
brutal methods of war and by their 
determination to destroy the Central 
Powers, and that the Government of 
the United States will further realize 
that the IIOAV openly disclosed inten- 
tion of the Entente Allies gives back 
tn Germany the freedom of action 
v. hich she reserved in her note acl- 
dressed to the Government of the 
United States on May 4, 1916. 


Under these circumstances, Ger- 


many will meet the illegal measures 
of her enemies by forcibly prevent- 
jing, after February i. 1917, in a zone 
around Great Britain, France, Italy 
and in the eastern Mediterranean, 
all navigation, that of neutrals in- 
cluded, from and to England and 
from and to France, etc. All ships 
met within the zone will be sunk. 


No Alternative but m. Break. 


I think that you will agree with me 


that, in view of this declaration, 
which suddenly and without prior 
intimation of any kind deliberately 
withdraws 
the 
solemn 
assurance 


given in the Imperial Government's 
note of May 4, 1916, this Government 
has no alternative consistent with 
the dignity and honor of the United 
.States but to take the course which, 
in its note of April 18, 1916, it an- 
nounced that it would take in the 
event that the German Government 
did not declare and effect an aban- 
donment of the methods of subma- 
rine warfare which it was then em- 
ploying and to which it now purposes 
again to resort. 


I have, therefore, directed the Sec- 


retary of State to announce to his 
Excellency the German Ambassador 
that all diplomatic relations between 
the United States and the German 
Empire are severed "arid that the 
American Ambassador at Berlin will 
immediately be withdrawn: and, in 
accordance with 
this decision, to 


hand to his Excellency his passports. 


Notwithstanding- this unexpected 


action of .the German .Government. 
this sudden and deply deplorable re- 
nunciation -of its assurances, given 
this Government at one of the most 
critical moments of tension in the 
relations of the two Governments, I 
refuse to believe that it is the inten- 
tion of the German authorities to do 
; in fact what -they have warned us 
they will feel at liberty to do. I can- 
not bring myself to believe that they 
will indeed pay no regard to -the an- 
cient friendship between their peo- 
ple and our own or to the solemn 
obligations 
which 
have been ex- 


changed between them, and destroy

in the numebr of cases reported, the 
variety and gravity of the work done 
with the unusual character of the 
work make 1916 the busiest year of 
the history of the board.

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"The scarlet fever was the termi- 


nation on the epidemic in progress 
during the closing months of 1915, 
and 
the last case was reported 


March 4. 
| 


"The measles was in two epidem- 


ics—a rather unusual feature—one of 
119 cases from March 25 to August 
9—and one of 50 cases from Novem- 
ber 22 to the close of the year—a few 
straggling cases being reported this 
year. 


"The very unusual amount of ty- 


phoid fever began with one case, Au- 
gust 23. which apparently had no 
connection 
with 
the 
subsequent 


cases, or their common cause. 


"Commencing September 17 cases 


appeared rapidly, and as soon as it 
was apparent that it was epidemic, 
we instituted a search for the cause. 


''Our water supply and principal 


milk supply were found to be above 
suspicion—and we found that at the 
time of our inquiries, every one of 
the patients had been users of Har- 
risburg ice cream—with the excep- 
tion of one—heavy users. The ac- 
tion of the Harrisburg authorities 
.made it unnecesasry for us to take 
[any steps to suppress the sale of the 
polluted product—especially as the 
result of our investigators as pub- 
lished gave warning against its use. 


"The figures for pulmonary tuber- 


culosis do not, as apparent, indicate 
an undue prevalence of this disease 
—being simply due to the receipt of 
a bunch of belated reports from the 
[State's dispensary. 


Paralysis Epidemic Work. 


"While not appearing in the mor- 


bidity tabulation, we are glad to say 
the .condition which, caused, a very- 
great amount of unusual work was 
the epidemic of infantile paralysis, 
prevalent elsewhere. 


"In accordance with the require- 


iments of the Department of Health, 
jthe Board put into effect a number 
! of special rules—and the Secretary 
iand Health Officer spent the greater 
cart of two weeks in minute inspec- 
tion of the town. 


"As required by the Commissioner 


of Health, the Board established a 
svstcm of inspections to enforce the 
Act of Assembly regulating the con- 
dition of hotels, restaurants, etc-, and 
their employees. 


"The Health Officer made 43 mi- 


nutely detailed "sanitary- surveys." 
and the Secretary- reviewed 174 medi- 
cal certificates for employees, issu- 
ing the approved stub for each. 


"About half of these examinations 


were made by the Board. 


''These certificates are all filed, in- 


dexed for immediate reference as 
needed.

Characterize Ceremonies. 


BIG PYROTEGHKICAL DISPLAY 


President Wilson It th» First Dtmocrat 


t* SuccMd Himself Since the Days of 
Andrew Jackson—Mrs. Wilton and 
Mrs. Marshall to Accompany Hus- 
bands In Inaugural Parade. 


By FRANK B. LORD. 


Washington is rapidly completing Its 


preparations for the second inaugura- 
lion of Wyodrow Wilson as president 
of the United States. Tbe occasion 
will present tlie iirst instance of a 
Democratic- president succeeding him- 
self in the White House since the days 
of Andrew .Jackson. This is one of 
the reasons \vhy exceptional efforts are 
being put forth to make the ceremo- 
nies beiitting and impressive and at 
the same time characterized by gen- 
uine old fashioned Jeffersonian democ- 
racy. 


President Wilson has notified the 


inaugural committee that be does not 
favor the customary inaugural ball, 
and accordingly that feature will be 
eliminated. 
Instead on tbe evening 


following his induction Into office there 
will be presented on the famous White 
Lot, directly south of the executive 
mansion, a beautiful pyrotechnic dis- 
play designed in Itself to teacb a les- 
son in patriotism. 


Inaugural Takes Place March 5. 


Owing to the fact that March 4 falls 


upon Sunday the ceremonial inaugu- 
ral of President Wilson will take place 
OB the following day. In order that 
there may be no lapse of time during 
which the country will be without an 
executive head the official oath of office 
will be administered to President Wil- 
son In private at the White House at 
noon Sunday. March 4, by Chief Jus- 
tice White of the supreme court of the 
United States. Three times before Iu 
the history of the country March 4 
has fallen on Sunday—in 1821. at tbe 
beginning of Monroe's second term; In 
in 1ST?, when Hayes became presi- 
dent. Tlie formal ceremonies will oc- 
cur on Monday. 


Starting from the White House at 


U o'clock, escorted in carriages by a 
congressional committee, 
of 
•which 


Senator Ovenr.au of Xorth Carolina is 
chairniau. rlie president will proceed 
to tbe c:itiiti»I. For the lirst time in the 
history »r --i-jy inauguration the -wife 
of tlie pre-sidcnr elect will accompany 
him on the trip. Mrs. Thomas K. Mar- 
shall, vdfe of tbe vice president elect. 
\vill also ride in tlie carriage with her 
husband. Tiie president-will take the 
oath of otSi-e and deliver his inaugural 
address oil the htige platform erected 
on the plaza :it the east front of the 
capitol. 


Pageant to Be Spectacular.

,-iddress the great spectacular pageant, 
which the people of Washington hare 
devoted nearly three mouths In pre- 
paring, will start from tbe capitol and 
proceed westward on Pennsylvania 
avenue in Fifteenth street and thence 
through thy grand Court of Honoi 
erected in front of the White House.

UNLAWFUL UNDERSEA WAR. 


Germany Ready to Go Back to the 


Unlawful Warfare Againit Her 


Promise* to Quit It. 


Two hundred Americans at least— 


probably more—have gone 1o their 
«3c:u!is through (Jcrman and Austrian 
submarine operations. 


Most of the Americans lost were 


traveling on unanncu merchant snips 
and. under the" practice'- of interna- 
tional law and humanity, believed 
themsehes secure. More than 2000 
citizens of other nationalities lost 
their lives in the same attacks which 
cost the lives of Americans, but they 
compose only a part of the toll ot 
life taken by submarine warfare. The 
ships lost, on which the Americans, 
met death, are only a fraction of the 
number sent to the bottom by tor- 
pedoes—most of them without warn- 
ing-The cases which involve the United 
States and Germany are primarily 
those in which Amarican life was 
lost or endangered. The first Ameri- 
can of whom there is record to lose 
his life in submarine attack was Leon

The first American ship attacked 


-was the Gulflight, an oil tanker, from 
Port Arthur, Tex., to Rouen, France, 
torpedoed without warning off the 
Scilly Islands May i, 1915. Two men 
jumped overboard and were drown- 
ed; her captain died of heart failure. 
The Gulflight did not sink and was 
.towed to port by British patrols. The 
German Government acknowledged 
the attack as an accident, expressed 
its regrets and promised to pay dam- 
ages. 


Sinking of the Lawituua. 


The next attack was the one that 


shocked 
the civilized world and 


brought the United States and Ger- 
many for the first time to the verge 
of war. It was the destruction of 
the Lusitania on May 7, 1915. 
Un- 


armed, with 
1257 passengers, of 


whom 159 were Americans, and a 
crew of 702, she-was torpedoed with- 
out warning and sunk in twenty- 
three minutes off Oldhead of Kinsale 
as she was nearing Liverpool. 
In 


all, 1198 lives were lost, of which 124 
•were Americans, many of them men 
of national prominence. 


Everything pointed to a prearrang- 


ed German plan to torpedo the ship. 
The German Embassy had published 
advertisements 
warning Americans 


in veiled terms, and at the wharf a 
number of prominent Americans re- 
ceived telegrams warning them not 
to sail. It has been charged that the 
German Ambassador himselF knew 
the liner was to be sunk, and that 
German officials here counted her 
progress across the ocean day by 
day, and as the hour of her destruc- 
tion drew near they watched for the 
extra newspapers which they knew 
•would announce her destruction. The 
case passed into diplomatic negotia- 
tions, which never took final form. 


While the Lusitania case still was 


fresh in the public mind, a German 
submarine torpedoed another Ameri- 
can 
ship—the 
Nebraskan—without 


warning. May 25, 1915, south of Fast- 
net Rock. The Nebraskan's name 
was painted on her sides in letters 
six feet high, but her American flag 
had been hauled down at darkness, 
as is the custom at sea. Like the 
Gulflight, the Nebraskan owed her 
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in which a submarine commander 
had taken such marked measures for 
the noncombatants on a ship de- 
stroyed, and it attracted wide atten- 
tion as an illustration of the meas- 
ures for safety which submarines 
could take if they would. 


Ca«e of the Leyland Liner. 


On August 19, 1915, came the cele- 


brated case of the Leyland liner A!i- 
cosian and the British patrolboat 
Baralong. The Nocosian, with mules 
from New Orleans to Avonmouth, 
was stopped by a submarine off the 
coast of Ireland and her crew, in- 
cluding thirty-six Americans, took to 
the boats. While the submarine was 
making ready to destroy the Nico- 
5ian the Baralong appeared and de- 
stroved the submarine by gun fire, 
took on the Nicosian's crew and tow- 
ed the ship to safety. The German 
Government charged that the British 
commander ordered his men to take 
no prisoners among the Germans on 
the submarine and that many of 
them were deliberately murdered- 
No Americans were hurt. 


The next crisis came on August 19, 


1915, when the White Star liner 
Arabic, from Liverpool to New York, 
was torpedoed without warning near 
tbe Lusitania's grave and sunk in 
about ten minutes. Out of 375 pas- 
sengers and crew forty-eight were 
lost. Thirty 
Americans were on 


board and all but two were saved. 
The German Government contended 
tbe submarine commander thought 
the Arabic was about to ram him 
and fired in self-defense, but dis- 


French naval forces had destroyed 
i,o many submarines lhat_ Germany 
rould not resume operations until 
she built more. Another was the 
vigorous diplomatic protests of the 
United Stales. 


Submarine Warfare Resumed. 


However, with the passing of win- 


ter Germany declared a new policy 
of sinking without warning any mer- 
hant ship carrying any armament 
\hat.soever. and on March i the sub- 
mrinc campaign was resumed with 
encwed vigor and ruthlessness. 
Promptly on the first day of the 


,ew campaign the French liner Pa- 
ria—carrying no armament what- 
ever—sailing from Naples to New 


avowed the act, expressed regret and 
gave additional assurances for tbe 
future safety of passenger ships, 
supplementing those previously given 
in the Lusitania case. 


One American of tbe crew of the 


Allan liner Hesperian was lost on 
September 4, 1915, when the ship, re- 
turning from Liverpool to Montreal, 
was torpedoed 
and stink without 


warning off the southern coast oi 
Ireland. 
The 
German 
Admirality 


contended no German submarine was 
in that vicinity, but a piece of a Ger- 
man torpedo was picked up on the 
Hesperian's deck. 


Au.tria'. First Victim. 


Austria's first submarine opera- 


tions of consequence, 
and those 


which brought Germany's closest ally 
into the situation, began with the 
destruction of the Italian liner An- 
cona in the Mediterranean Novem- 
ber 7, 1915. With hundreds of pas- 
sengers, many of them women ant 
children, from Naples to New York 
the Ancona was chased and stoppet 
by an Austrian submarine. Twelve 
Americans were on board and nine 
-were lost. Italian official figures say 
308 persons were lost out of 507 on 
board. It was one of the heaviest 
submarine disasters. Some of the 
American survivors swore the Aus 
trian submarine even shelled the life- 
boats as the passengers were get- 
ting into them. 
The United States 


•made representations, and the Aus- 
trian Government after some parlej 
cave assurances which prevented a 
break. 


On December 3. 1915, a submarine, 


safety to her seaworthiness, and she 
reached port damaged, under her 
own steam, and no one was injured. 
The German Government again ex- 
pressed its regret for a mistake and 
promised to pay damages. 


Twenty American negro muleteers 


on the Leyland liner Armenian were 
killed June 2, 1915. by shell fire and 
drowning when the Armenian failed 
to escape with her cargo of army 
mules from a submerisiblc near the 
Cornwall coast. The Armenian was 
warned and invited her destruction 
by flight. The American muleteers 
suffered by the action "of the British 
captain.

•vegian bark Silius was torpedoed 
and sunk without warning. A sur- 
vivor of the French Louisiane, tor- 
pedoed fifteen minutes previously,

Americans in the crew of the Silius 
and one was injured. 
Three men, 


not Americans, lost their lives. Ger- 
many disclaimed responsibility. 


The next great passenger sliip de- 


stroyed was the Dutch liner Ttiban- 
tia. While in the North Sea sailing 
for Rip de Janeiro an explosion rent 
the ship asunder and she sank. Three 
Americans were passengers. All per- 
sons on board were saved except one 
Russian. 
Germany disclaimed re- 


sponsibility for its submarines, tor- 
pedoboats" or 
mines. The 
Dutch 


Government made an investigation, 
which indicated a submarine attack, 
and members of the Tubantia's crew 
testified to seeing the wake of a tor- 
pedo, but did not see a submarine. 
Public opinion in Holland was arous- 
ed, and for a time there were fears 
that the Netherlands might be forc- 
ed into the war. 


On March 16. 1916, the British 


steamship Berwindvale, with four 
Americans on board, was torpedoed 
without warning off Bantry, Ireland, 
but no lives were lost. 


On March 24, 1916. a German sub- 


marine chased the Dominion liner 
Englishman, bound from Avonmouth 
for Portland. Me., and while the, 
crew was attempting to abandon the 
ship shot away her starboard life- 
boats. After more firing as the crew 
was leaving the ship the submarine 
torpedoed and sank her. One Ameri- 
can of the crew was among the 
ten men lost. 
Many other Ameri- 


cans were on board, having signed as 
Canadians. One

Matter Laid Before Congress. 
On the same, day came the culmi- 


nation of the long list of submarine 
outrages 
which caused 
President 


Wilson to lay the whole situation be- 
fore Congress and to notify Germany 
that unless such methods of warfare 


could be construed at a violation of 
Gcrmony's promise*. 


Early i« Qcto'^r there were omi- 


nous reports from Germany that the 
faction favoring a submarine cam- 
paign of "ruthlessness" was threat- 
ening to gain ascendency over Chan- 
cellir Hollweg, who was represented 
as being one of the principal forces 
in Germany for maintaining friendly 
relations with the United States and 
for the fulfillment of her promises to 
conduct submarine warfare within 
the limits of international law. There 
was a great deal of apprehension in 
Washington 
because 
the 
rumors 


were so persistent and circumstan- 
tial. 
Ambassador Gerard returned from 


Jjerlin for a short vacation just at 
that time, and it was persistently re- 
ported he came to warn President 
Wilson of the impending resumption 
of the campaign of "ruthlessness." 
Subsequent events in Germany prov- 
ed, much to the relief of American 
officials, that the reports apparently 
were untrue, or at least premature. 


The Arrival of the U-53. 


The next development came when 


Germany carried the submarine war 
to the American side of the Atlantic. 
On Saturday, October 7, 1916, the 
German war submarine U-53 entered 
Newport harbor unannounced, 
livered a package of mail for 
German Embassy and departed 
swiftly and silently as she had come. 
Within the next forty-eight hours 
she sank six ships within sight of the 
American 
coast—four 
British, one 


Dutch and one Norwegian. 


\Vith the assistance of the Ameri- 


can destroyer flotilla, which witness- 
ed the operations, all lives were sav- 
ed. It appeared that in each case 
the submarine commander had given 
legal warning and permitted the es- 
cape of passengers -and crew. Noth- 
ing was developed to show any 
breach of faith on Germany's part, 
although there was some considera- 
tion of whether the operation did not 
constitute an offense to the United 
States and, in fact, a pacific block- 
ade of the American coast.

the meantime, however, the United 
States declined to accede to the view 
of the Allies that neutrals should bar 
their ports to submarines 
of all 


kinds, whether war or merchant. 


On October 26, 1916, the 
British 


merchant steamship Rowanmore was 
attacked by a German submarine, 
fled, was overhauled, and destroyed 
by gunfire. There was no loss of life 
although two Americans 
and five 


Filipinos 
(naturalized 
Americans), 


the only Americans aboard, declared 
the submarine shelled the lifeboats 
as they were leaving the ship. 
It 


was said that the operation took 
place in a heavy fog. Inquiry was 
made of the German Government for 
its version. 


On October 30 the British steam- 


ship Marina, bound for the United 
States, was torpedoed, and of more 
than fifty Americans on board six 
were lost. Survivors said two sub- 
marines torpedoed the ship without 
warning, and that the boats were 
compelled to leave her more than 100 
miles from land in a heavy sea. 


Investigation was ordered, and the 


German Government was asked for 
its version of the affair. It develop- 
ed that the Marina had a 4.7-inch 
gun mounted astern, but survivors 
declared no attempt was made nor 
opportunity had to use it. It was 
the first case of loss of American life 
since the Sussex case. 


Then followed the attack on the 


American steamship Chemung, the 
loss of seventeen Americans on the 
steamship Russian and finally came 
the notice thafa-campaign of "ruth- 
lessness" was to begin February I, 
irrespective of the consequences. The 
decision to break off diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany followed.
